rancher, has blossomed out in the role 
of an inventor and since he is a ranch 
er and is next'to the " i n s and outs 
and needs" of a ranch his invention 
is a very practical one. In the first 
place it is an orange and lemon pick­ 
ing ladder, second, it is claimed to be 
the best on the market, and third, it 
meets 
with 
universal favor by the 
citrus workers and is durable, easily 
managed and is very light. 


Here is what M. Espolt has to say 
concerning the product of his think 
ing-cap: "The Reliance Lemon Ladder 
is the kind that the growers 
have 
been looking for and is the best to be 
usod for picking lemons. 
The steps 
have the right slope so as .to give a 
firm footing while reaching the fruit 
and the third leg is placed at an an 
gle so it cannot come clear back and 
pinqh the hand or 
fingers. 
Anyone 
familiar^ with citrus picking will un 
dorstand this perfectly. 
' 


'' This; ladder is* ttie only kind that 
can be used with safety by the pick 
ers and gives the best results in, work 
being light, strong' and of the proper 
width, so as not to fall into the tree.' 


Mr. Espolt manufactures the ladders 
at his home and has sent east for a 
large order of braces, not a single nail 
being \ised in their construction. He 
also makes a two-legged orange lad 
der. All who are interested in the in 
vention may see one of these lemon 
ladders at the Whittier Implement 
company. 


According to Mr. Espolt, L. A. Brun 
dige, and N. C. Hoskins, field forean 
of the Whittier 
Citrus 
Association 
have stated that the ladder is the best 
they have seen. A*t present fifty lad 
ders are in use by the La Habra Cit 
rus Association, which : owns all its 
ladders and carries them from orchard 
to orchard while picking. 


Mr. Espolt has not secured a pat 
ent on his invention but may do so 
later. 
His friends tell him that the 
ladders aro the best ever made and 
that it would be profitable to manu 
facture them on a large scale. The 
ladders sell at a moderate figure.

The Fruit World, in its review of 
the citrus situation, says: 


"The Valencia market is very _ptrong 
with prices satisfactory. 
Figuring all 
sales, from the highest to the lowest 
averages received, 
shows 
Valencias 
bringing around $2.55 f. o. b. average 
Tho demand is good and the Valencias 
are giving universal satisfaction. 


"The only feature in the Valencia 
deal that is at all troublesome is sizes 
there being a heavy supply of small 
sizes to contend with. 
Outside of this, 
the situation as regards Valencias is 
exceedingly pleasing to all concerned, 
with every prospect of a continued 
good market. 


Latest estimates indicate that there 
are between 5000 and 5500 carloads of 
Valencias remaining to bo shipped. 


"Tho lemon market is dead. 
Cool 
weather prevails through the East and 
Middle West States, and it is abso­ 
lutely impossible to interest the trade 
in lemons. 


"In 
many markets the warehouses 
are stocked w|t.h lemons that 
would 
require at least a month of good lemon 
weather to move, and aside from this, 
retailers are also loaded up with lem- 
one for which there is no demand. 


"In some markets, prices as low as 
10 to 15 cents per do/.en prevail, but 
the fruit does not move. 


"Foreign 
lemons are selling from 
$1.15 to $1.50 average and it is impos­ 
sible to do anything in the Eastern 
markets with California lemons at this 
time." 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 18.—The 
Santa Ana canyon route to Big Bear 
is now open. 


L. R. Lothrop yesterday announced 
the completion of the work so thut 
traffic can start, and the stages of 
the San Bernardino

CROP I N SICILY. 


For tho consular district of Palermo, 
or Provinces of Palermo, Trapani, Gir- 
genti, and Caltanissetta, Italy, Consul 
Samuel H. Shank reports on the citrus 
crops as follows: 


Lemons. 
Conditions of 191415 win­ 
ter crop.—Tho abundant 
rains have 
favored tho development of the fruit, 
which is fairly large in size. 
Quality, 
generally 
speaking, 
is. satisfactory. 
Prospects of 1915 summer 
crop.—Al­ 
though too early for predictions, blos­ 
soming at present would indicate that 
the summer lemon crop will bo a t'uir 
one. 
In quality will perhaps not ex­ 
ceed 75 per cent of the 1914 Hummer 
crop, but this latter crop was rather 
abundant. 
Much wil depend upon eli- 
inate conditions in May and June. 


Oranges and Mandarins. 
Condition 
of 191415 winter crop.—The niandarii 
crop is entirely exhausted. Of oranges 
small quantities remain on the trees, 
but these serve for sale in this market. 
No oranges are being exported.

In conlVruiH-e ewr.v angle of advertising in newspapers, maga 
zincs, car and other banners, window cards, premiums and every other 
conceivable form was discussed. 
It will take u year, perhaps years 
to learn the full value of this conference. 
We believe it will be great 
to the orange grower a"nd to California. 


Meantime it is costing the grower less than two cents per box o 
fruit and adding to the return to him, and far more is increasing 
consumption, so that hundreds of cars now going Eastward are saved 
from going to the "wash."—California Cultivator.

CITRUS EXPERIMENT STATION DISCUSSED BY 


DEAN AND DIRECTOR-PLANS FOR BUILDINGS 


Lon F. Chapin, a well-ripened and 
experienced California newspaper man, 
formerly business manager of the Pas­ 
adena News, and the owner of 80 acres 
of oranges at Bloomington, is now as­ 
sociated with what is known as the 
"Citrograph Edition" of the Riverside 
Enterprise. 
Mr. Chapin was in Covina 
this week, getting acquainted with a 
number of prominent growers. 
.1. R. 
Qabbert, editor of the Enterprise will 
be co-editor and 
worker 
with Mr. 
Chapin in giving to the growers a cit­ 
rus magazine, a monthly 
publication 
which is printed on good book paper, 
bound in magazine form, and contains 
articles by a responsible staff of writ­ 
ers on orchard subjects. 
Mr. Chapin 
says that the August issue will devote 
much 'space 
to 
the 
Valencia Late 
orange, and that the Covina district 
will be discussed as one of the great 
and profitable Valencia districts of the 
State. An article in the last issue, by 
Prof. H. J. Webber, dean and director 
of the experimental station at River­ 
side, is printed here, as follows: 


The Legislature two years ago this 
spring made appropriations to the Uni­ 
versity of California providing for the 
establishment somewhere in Southern 
California of a Citrus Experiment Sta­ 
tion and Graduate School of Tropical 
Agriculture. 
For this purpose the fol­ 
lowing funds were provided: 
$(50,000 
for the purchase of the necessary land 
and water rights; •'((100,000 for labora­ 
tory buildings and $tin,000 for direc­ 
tor's residence, barns, tool houses and 
the like. 
Further than this the main­ 
tenance appropriation for the College 
of Agriculture of the University was 
increased materially t , provide for the 
maintenance of this Station. 


The competition 
between 
various 
sections of Southern California to se­ 
cure the station was very keen and 
nearly 200 different sites were exam­ 
ined anil graded. After a very thorough 
consideration the Regents on December 
2,'l, 10.14 voted to take the site offered 
at Riverside. 
The 
location selected 
embraces a tract of 477 acres of land 
of which about 350 acres is good till­ 
able land and the remainder 
rather 
rough, hilly land ordinarily considered 
auitablo only for range, but which will 
in tho station work be valuable for 
tho testing of plants and trees promis 
ing for growth on such waste lands 
Tho. site is located two and one-half 
milos from tho center of the city of 
Riverside and ' is 
traversed 
by the 
paved Box Springs boulevard, the prin 
eiplo interior road to San Diego. The 
land is 'considerably higher than River 
sido toward which it very gradually 
slopes. The outlook from the elevated 
parts of tho tract above the boulo 
vard, where tho laboratory 
buildings 
will be located, is rarely equaled. 
In 
front of one to tho westward stretches 
tho^ valley, green 
with 
orange and 
lemon groves almost as far as the eye 
can reach. 
In the immediate 
fore 
ground lies the city of Riverside at tho 
foot of Mount Rubidoux. 
Beyond and 
above the cross on Rubidoux rises the 
snow capped peaks of Cueumonga and 
Old Balily. 
In tho extreme distance 
on a clear day one catches the glisten 
from the white buildings of the Carne­ 
gie Observatory on Mount Wilson to 
the north of Pasadena. 
Away to the 
south towers Saddle 
Back 
and San 
Diego peak, a gigantic pyramid on tho 
horizon. 


A considerable portion of tlje Sta 
tion tract is protected on three aides 
by ranges of hills and is thus consid 
erably sheltered from winds. 
Tho elo 
vution on the tract ranges from 1000 
feet to 1400 feet and contains sloping ( 
side hills and flat valley land. 
The 
Hoil is in general the rather light dis­ 
integrated granite type common, in the 
interior section of tho sta^e. 
It is 
one of the most common soil types in 
the state. 


While the work of construction of 
the new station is underway the organ­ 
ization of the faculty and of the ex­ 
periments is being pushed ns rapidly 
as possible from the headquarters of 
the old Citrus Station at Riverside and 
the Pathological Laboratory at Whit- 
tier.

The function of the' Citrus Experi­ 
ment Station is primarily to 
(Conduct 
agricultural investigation. 
The inves­ 
tigations will deal especialy with prob­ 
lems connected 
with the prosecution 
of sub-tropical and tropical horticul­ 
ture 
under 
irrigation. 
Horticultural 
interests dominate in Southern Califor­ 
nia, and although half a century or 
more has passed since the first horti 
cultural plantings were made, these in 
dustries are still in a pioneering stage. 
Tn scarcely any case can definite an­ 
swers be 
given 
regarding 
the best 
methods of manuring, cultivating, prun­ 
ing and tho like, although very ex- 
tehsivo and profitable industries have 
developed. 
The plan is therefore to 
limit the work primarily to Horticul­ 
tural investigations in the belief that 
greater good can be accomplished by a 
concentration of tho efforts on a com­ 
paratively few major problems. 
It is 
not tho intontion at present to include 
studies of animal industries. 


Experimentation should go hand in 
hand with teaching and an Experiment 
Station whore investigations are -being 
prosecuted on various subjects becomes 
a placo of special intorost and instruc­ 
tion , jpartlcularly 
for 
advanced stu­ 
dents. 
It was thus the idea of those 
planning the Institution that it should 
furnish facilities for the teaching of 
advanced students that aro preparing 
themselves to be investigators and the 
Graduate School of Tropical Agricul­ 
ture was thus included as a part of 
the institution. 
Tho necessity to teach 
ordinary students is a great handicap 
to investigation and It has been found 
necessary in the Agricultural 
College

and Experiment Station to largely sep­ 
arate the touching and investigation 
functions if both aro to bo handled 
successfully. 
Graduate students, how­ 
ever, come in a different class. "They 
take up special subjects an/1 the pro­ 
fessor by assigning to them topics for 
investigation o nwhich he dosircs infor­ 
mation is able to extend his ideas and 
get more good work done than he alone 
could possibly accomplish. 
Tho Grad­ 
uate School therefore it is believed will 
be a valuable part of the institution 
enabling many young men to obtain 
training in special investigations and 
at the same time greatly increase the 
volume of tho investigation that can 
be handled. 
As the teaching work is 
limited to grntluato students tho num­ 
ber of students attending the institu­ 
tion will naturally bo comparatively 
few. 
There is, however, an increasing 
demand for highly trained men and it 
is hoped that this branch of the work 
will ultimately become important. 


Tho scope of the investigations now 
under way and planned to be taken up 
in the future can only be briefly out­ 
lined, 


A fertilizer experiment started eight 
years ago includes 
twenty 
different 
treatments on plats growing. 
Navel 
oranges, 
Valencia 
oranges, 
Eureka 
lemons, and Lisbon lemons. 
Each of 
the twenty different 
treatments have 
been continued 
systematically 
during 
this entire period. 
These experiments 
now furnish the most reliable evidence 
available of the comparative value of 
the different 
manurial elements com­ 
monly used. 


One of the most important problems 
confronting the Station is to determine

winter covercrops in -comparison with 
barley or ryo and different quantities 
of nitrate of soda and dried blood. 
The comparative yields of corn and po­ 
tatoes produced on 
such 
platB have 
shown certain leguminous cover crops, 
such as Melilotus clover, turned under, 
to bo equal in fertilizer value to a good 
crop of rye or barley, turned under, 
plus 1080 pounds per acre of nitrate of 
soda. 
Such results emphasize forcibly 
tho value of growing leguminous cover 
crops in citrus groves. 


Tho question of what root-stocks to 
use in the propogation of citrus varie­ 
ties is a puzzling one, and an interest­ 
ing experiment in comparing various 
stocks has been under way for several 
years. 
In this experiment tho most 
striking feature is 
the 
dwarfing in­ 
fluence of the Trifoliate orange stock 
on the Eureka lemon. 
Eureka trees 
on this stock are not more than one- 
sixth the size of Eurekas of the same

takes years to learn." 


This line of talk 
was 
interesting, 
a n d ' it is undoiibtedly true, 
probably 
'nobody knows who the head laundry- 
man is in the Covina laundry, and-his 
name is not necessary to bring out the 
point. 
This man works under the gui­ 
dance of E. W. Hall, the general man­ 
ager of the laundry, and although the 
people don't know him, they are com­ 
ing to know lately that 
exceptionally 
good work is being done i'n the laundry 
and whether it is a "rough d r y " lot 
of 
clothes, or a " w e t . wash," 
or a 
package of fine linen, the results are 
gratifying to the people who patronize 
the home laundry, and t h a k is all that 
is ever asked in this complex world.

There is another point about laun­ 
dry work that was forced

mind of the writer yesterday,

relates to machinery. 
When the aver- 
age;,housewife 
hears the word 
" m a ­ 
chinery,'" in connection with washing 


, clothes, she involuntarily shudders, and 
.her. experience -with some laundry con­ 
cerns'has justified her in her ideas. The" 
Troy Laundry has all the modern ma­ 
chinery, but it.has what is vastly more 
important—a man in charge of it who 
knows how to adjust it, how to run it, 
and how to make it turn out good work 
without damaging anything it touches.

sounds about as practical as shooting 
skylarks down an oil well," I vouch­ 


safed. 
" I ' l l give it a trial just the 
same.'' 


" I would if I were you. It is sure to 
work 
out, nnd one fine thing 
about 
the plan is this: 
Now and then a Jap 
will give up or give out, it 
doesn't 
much matter which. 
When one 
falls 
tnke a shovel fend cover him with dirt. 
I've made a study of the human body;

The first division came right' away, 
distributed them among my 
trees,

of fruit. 


The money I received from this frv.it. 
divided into two equal* parts. 
In 
order to show no partiality I deposited 
one part in the Covina National Bank 
and the other in tho First 
National. 
As I backed 
my 
purse—a five ton 
truck—to the curb in front of the Co­ 
vina National, Mr. English, the cash­ 
ier, rushed out upon tho sidewalk and 
greeted me with a low salaam. 
Mr. 
Leonhardt of the First National is a 
little more agile—he 
turned 
a 
back 
flip when I arrived at his place of 
business, and' sang Aloha, a very pretty 
little song he learned, while traveling 
among our Island 
possessions. 


Well, my money placed in safe keep 
ing I again turned my attention 
to 
my grove. 
Tho trees were once more 
in blossom, but to my great 
conster­ 
nation cherry blossoms bloomed 
upon 
my blooming 
orange 
trees. 
I 
wns 
dumbfounded! 
amazed ! ! 
thunder 
struck! ! ! 
My dismay 
increased 
as 
my crop 
matured 
for in 
place of 
oranges or cherries even, my trees bore 
human heads.—Japanese heads. 
They 
were smaller than normal heads, about 
the size of 96's, and they hung 
by 
little tufts of hair. 
They didn't look
